sunk last night in the Gulf of Sa- 
loniki by a Greek torpedo boat. The 
Greek commander's daring enterprise 
was carried out under the guns of the 
Turkish forts without being observed 
and the torpedo boat» escaped ‘un- 
scathed. ’ 

The warship sanks in 5 minutes. 
Part of the crew was on shore at the 
time so that the number of lives lost 
is not known. 


| CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 1—The 
commander of the Feth-i-Bulend tele- 
graphs that nearly all the crew of the 
warship were saved. He reports that 
the Greek torpedo boat entered the Rar- 
bor unexpectedly at midnight an4 
launched two torpedoes at the stern of 
the Turkish vessel which began toa 
sink immediately. 

The commander, three engineers and 
four bluejackets were thrown into the 
water and rescued by fishing boats.

MEXICO, Mo., Nov. 1-—Col. Green 
Clay, forniérly secretary of the Ameri- 
can Consulate at Florence, Italy, and 
later of the American legation of St.

“Mrs. kimmel Not a Heartless 


Mother” —Verdict for $20;460° 
Will Be Appealed. 





Jurors in the famous Kimmel! case 
Friday told Post-Dispatch reporters 


l why they voted for and against the 


verdict returned in Judge Grimm’s 


J court Thursday night in favor of the 


plaintiff, Mrs. Edna K. -Bonslett. 
By a vote of 9 to 3, the jury decided 


o 


i that George A. Kimmel, the Arkansas 


City (Kan.) banker, is dead and that 
the Kimmel claimant, who has fig- 
ured s9 ‘prominently in the litigation, 
is an impostor. Only one ballot was 


taken after the case» was turned over : 


to the jury at’6 p. m. 

Verdict for $20,460. 

The verdict was as follows: 

“We, the jury in the case of Mrs. 
Edna Kimmel Bonslett vs. the New 
Yorl: Lite Insurance Co., find that 

‘George A. Kimmel died between 
Aug. 1, 1898,-and Oct. 31, 1908, to-wit, 
on or about Oct. 31, 1998. at which 
time affidavits by way of proof of 
death of said George A. Kimmel 
were presented to the defendant on 
behalf of the plaintiff, but were not 
finally acted upon ‘by the defendant 
until March, 1904; and at that time 
defendant refused to pay on the poli- 
cies dated March 15, 1898. We there- 
fore find for the, plaintiff on the first 
count in the sum of $10 230 and on the 

third count: in the sum of $10,230. 
Judge Grimm instructed the jury tha 
the only point to be decided. by th: 
verdict was whether George A. Kimme 
is dead. | 

The claimant was in court when the 
verdict. was returned. He seemed dazed 
when told that the New York Life In 
surance Co., whose witness he had been 


ecurt again. 


one of the nine jurors who voted for 
the verdict in Mrs. Bonslett’s favor. 
said that all the nine were convinced 
that the Kimmel claimant was eae fraud. 


“Thought Man Might Be Crasy. 

‘“‘At times,” said Hurley, “we thought 
he might be crazy. At other times he 
seemed to be acting @ part. My own 
impression was that he was knowingly 
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pretending to be Kimmel. Assuming 
that he was coached, I think he was 
very poorly schooled. Of. course, he 


may not ‘have been coached. There were | 


times when we thought there had been 
an effort to impose on a crazy man 
and that. the ‘claimant might possibly 
have been led to believe that he was 
Kimmel. 

“Aside from our studv of the claim- 
ant’s manner in court, there was other 
evidence egainst him. He looked noth- 
ing like the certified pictures of Kim- 
mel. 

‘Fis ears, nose and forehead were dif- 
ferent from those in the Kimmel photo- 
graphs and testimony established that 
his eyes were not the same color as 
Kimmel’s. There was also a discrepancy 
in the records showing the ages of 
Kimmel and the claimant. 

“After a careful study of Kimmel’: 
habits as revealed in the evidence we 
decided. that Kimmel would not have 
remained away so long without eom- 
municating with his mother. 

Mrs. Kimmel Not Heartless. 

“There may be such a thing in life as 
t cold-blooded, heartless and mercenarv 
mother, but Mrs. Kimmel is not of that 
Aype. Her rejection of the claimant con- 
vinced ua that he was not her son. 

“The claimant did not seem to have 
anv real knowledge of Niles, Mich., 
where Kimmel was born and reared. 
He couldn't even remember the names 
of ptfominent streets there and we 
placed no credence in his accounts gor 
things that happened there in Kimmel’s 
boyhood, as we felt that he might have 
learned to tell of such incidents 
without having himself been a part of 
them.” :

{street, one of the three jurors who 


voted against returning a verdict for 
‘the plaintiff, said he did so because 
of what he. considered a ressonable 
doubt as to whether the claimant was 
George A. Kimmel. 

Brinkman said his brother once 
bought a farm in Missouri! and took 
a quitelaim deed to the property. 
Thirty-five years later a man, who at 
the "time of *the purchase, was sup- 
posed tobe dead, returned § and 
claimed the farm. and got it. His re- 
membrange ‘of this occurrence, Brink- 
man said, made him think it possible 
that the claimant might be Kimmel. 

Brinkman said there was no discus- 
sion in the jury room, as thée.vote was 
9 to 8 on the first ballot taken.”. 

He thinks he might have won over 
some of the other jurors if he had hed 


an opportunity to tell them about his} 


prother’s experience with the farm. 

Attorney John F. Green of counsel for 
the New York Life, said a motion for a 
new trial would be filed within the re- 
quired time. Everyone connected witn 
the defense, he said, was firmly pon- 
vinced the claimant was Kimmel, and 
the insurance company did not want to 
pay insurance on the life of a man wh> 
was living. 

("We expect to appeal the case,” he 
said, “and all the resources of the law 
‘will be taken advantage of, and we do 
net expect to pay the policies until 
ordered by the court of last resort to 
do en.” = ' 
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Souri law that nine jurors can decide 
a civil suit.. ‘No such rule prevails in 
the Federal courts, where the previous 
cases have been tried. As it was, there 
was just enough agreement to make 
verdict. i : 

The jury in the third hearing¢of the 
case, in the Federal Court, was dis- 
charged by Judge Amidon, March 
5 last, after 73 hours’ deliber- 
ation, when it was found that the 
men were unable to’ agree. In a partial 
report, signed on the first day of their 
deliberations, this jury stated that the 
claimant was an impostor, and that 
John -B. Swinney’s story of Kimmel’s 
supposed death in an Oregon forest 
should be disregarded. This seemed to 
promise a verdict, but later the breach 
betweeg the two factions of the ‘jury 
widened, and even. the question of the 
claimant's identity was reopened. The 
jury stood 9 to 3 for the. plaintiff and 
against the insurance company, when 
it was discharged 

Judge Scolds Claimant. 

The claimant, who played hookey ah 
court .for, several days, and who was 
kept in custody by a deputy sheriff 
after his return, made his apology and 
received his scolding from the Judge at 
the close of the hearing. He wept as he 
begged the Judge not to be too harsh 
with him.
